scribed as successful. It was the 
irst operation of its kind. Experi¬ 
ments with the use of a proton 
ray as a surgical instrument were 
first made at the University of 
California in Berkley, whose ex¬ 
perts, however, are said to have 
followed another course than the 
me that led to the operation at 
Upsala. Leading members of the 
-Swedish team are Professor Lars 
Leksell of Lund University, Dr.

When seeds arrive, separate 
packets into planting bundles: (1) 
Hardy annuals, for very early 
planting outdoors. (2) Annuals, to 
be started indoors. (3) Half-hardy 
annuals, for. early-spring planting. 
(4) Tender animals, for late-spring 
planting. (5) Perennial seed, for 
summer planting outdoors. 

Inspect stored bulbs to see whe¬ 
ther they are drying out or rotting. 
Burn decaying ones. Moisten very 
lightly the packing material sur¬ 
rounding any bulbs that are be¬ 
coming withered. 

Test old seeds to see whether 
they will germinate. 

Prepare seed flats and sterilize 
both pots (or flats) and soil. 

Sow indoors seeds of asters, be¬ 
gonias, Canterbury bells, dahlias, 
lobelia, petunias, snapdragons, ver¬ 
benas, and also cabbage, celery 
and lettuce. Treat seeds. 

Prune all fruit and shade trees.
